Board Moves

LOS ANGELES (JP)—Edward A. 
Dickson, whose career for half a 
century was Interwoven with Cal­ 
ifornia’s growth, died today at 76. 
He was chairman of the Board 
of Regents of the University of 
California, the man credited with 
the creation here of UCLA, a for­ 
mer newspaper publisher and a 
leader in the constructive activities 
of many civic and governmental 
groups. 
He had been under treatment 
at Good Samaritan Hospital for 
several weeks for influenza, pneu­ 
monia and complications. 
Dickson had been a regent for 
43 years and chairman since 1948. 
When he was appointed to the 
board in 1913 he was then the 
youngest man ever named 
Dickson 
was 
considered 
the 
“father” of the development of 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles. 
It was largely through his ef­ 
forts that the college became the 
Southern Branch of the University 
of California In 1919. 
In private business Dickson was 
president of the Western Federal 
Savings and Loan Assn. He also 
was a publisher of the Los Angeles 
Evening Express about 25 years 
ago. 
Born in Sheboygan. Wis., Dick­ 
son came to California as a boy. 
He was graduated in the class of 
1901 at the University of Califor­ 
nia at Berkeley. 
Dickson and the former Wilhel- 
mina de Wolff of Zanesville, Ohio, 
were married in Los Angeles Dec. 
24, 1907. She survives him.

Buy I idelands, 
Study Unit Urges 
(Continued from pago one) 
monstrated by a series of large 
colored maps and a miniature 
hillside,” by which Groves showed 
how a home and driveway Increase 
runoff on a previously wild slope. 
He said the future 12.33 square 
miles of Mill Valley watershed may 
be 80 per cent developed, excluding 
the holdings of the Marin Muni­ 
cipal Water District at Its north­ 
ern end. 
Runoff has Increased in the 
watershed from 34 per cent in 1952 
to 40 per cent In 1956, It Is es­ 
timated. 
“The principal water courses are 
still relatively free and Richard­ 
son Bay is at the moment a large 
enough basin to' store the potential 
runoff and control tidal action" 
the subcommittee reported. 
Uncontrollable factors in the 
flood picture are rain and man, 
the report stressed. 
The study group pointed to 
seven recognized plans for flood 
control, all utilizing a tidal basin. 
Groves stressed that some tide 
control plan will have to be de­ 
veloped at some time. Otherwise, 
filled areas now subject to flood­ 
ing, such as Tamalpais Valley and 
Mill Valley’s Locust shopping dis­ 
trict, mill suffer greatly depreciat­ 
ed property values as some of these 
areas are abandoned. 
'The county is going to have to 
accept loss of valuation due to de­ 
preciation due to flooding,” said 
Supervisor Vera Schultz. 
The board of supervisors yester­ 
day made a formal application for 
a $70.000 federal survey -on the 
feasibility of the Urquhart flood 
control plan, which calls for a bar­ 
rier across Richardson Bay. The 
funds will come from the Federal 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy, which will act on the request 
within three weeks, Mrs. Schultz 
said.

The reason for 
the revolt is unknown here. The 
government angrily denies that 
one of its leaders was short in his 
accounts. 


President Juscelino Kubitschek 
today denied reports that he was 
sending emissaries to negotiate 
with the rebels. He said he is ready 
to move against them "w ith deci­ 
sion and energy." 


The capital is full of rumors, 
however, because the government 
has not yet taken any action. 


Radio O Globo was seized by 
police here last night but restored 
to its owners within an hour on 
direct orders from the president. 
No other disorders have been 
reported over the country. 
M aJ. Haroldo Veloso fled from 
Rio de Janeiro in a training plane 
Feb. 11 and enlisted Santarem ’s 
small garrison behind him. They 
blocked the river town’s airfield 
with gasoline drums and have 


been holding out ever since. 
His action cut air traffic, since 
commercial planes need the San­ 
tarem field as a refueling stop.

There are no 
railroads along the Amazon.

Individual members of the or­ 
chestra, who during the symphony 
No. 29 seemed to be working hard­ 
er at making a louder noise than 
at playing the symphony, played a 
restrained accompaniment in the 
concerto. 
The symphony would have had 
less of a leaden touch, we think, if 
two faculty members seated in the 
first violin section had not per­ 
sisted in playing so loudly as to 
stand out beyond all the other in ­ 
struments. 
In two short sonatas for organ 
and orchestra Linda Antongiovan- 
ni displayed a fine technique. In 
the 15th Sonata she left an im­ 
pression of music that was bubbly, 
scintillating and pleasant. 
Next Monday night the world- 
famed G riller String Quartet plays 
the third and final concert in Do­ 
m inican’s 
Mozart 
bi-centennial 
festival.

Governor Sees No Difficulty 
In Recouping Olympic Outlay 


SACRAMENTO 
(/P)—California 
iliouM have no trouble getting 
back a proposed five-million-dol- 
jar investment for the I960 Squaw 
Valley 
Winter 
Olympics, 
Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight declared yes­ 
terday. 
Enthusiastically supporting the 
196<0 winter games, he said the 
money will be returned from spec­ 
tators, tourists and use of the 
state-constructed facilities after 
the Olympic carnival ends. 
The 1955 Legislature appropriat­ 


ed one million dollars to help put 
on the Olympics at 'the Northern 
California resort, and Knight’s 
1956-51 budget includes a request 
for an additional four million. 
Legislative Auditor A. Alan Post 
recommended against the four- 
million dollar appropriation, say­ 
ing reports so far have failed to 
indicate how the money would be 
repaid. 
But the governor said the state 
plans to retain the Ice skating rink, 
ski jump and other faculties which 


will be open for use by Californian* 
after 'the games. 
The governor said the buildings 
would be of permanent construc­ 
tion. Spokesmen for the architect, 
Skidmore, Owings and Merrill, in­ 
dicated the structures would be 
temporary and would be disman­ 
tled. 
The Skidmore report said most 
of the facilities, rinks, jumps, lifts, 
would be constructed on federally 
owned land. Knight mentioned the 
faculties would go on state land,

Then he fouled off a 59-footer— 
and finally threw caution to the 
winds with a world’s all-time best 
of 61 feet, 5 and *4 Inches. 
And every toss was better than 
the outdoor Olympic record. 
But Parry, a lieutenant in the 
Air F -ce, still isn’t satisfied. He’s 
figuring on a shot put-discus dou­ 
ble in ths Olympics and is hitting 
1801 feet 'Cons'istently with the 
metal plate. Ths Olympic record 
is 180 feet, 6^4 Inches. 
"Very happy” with his shot put 
world record, O’Brien is “really 
excited” about '"finding himself’’ 
with the discus. 
But then, why should he be ex­ 
cited about tossing the shot 81 
feet, 5Í4 inches when no other 
rpun ever has h it 60 feet? After 
all, the young man thinks hell 
hit 63 feet before he’s finished. 
And hell probably do It, too.

FEEDING THE FAMILY 
Tomato Is All Time Favorite 
For Mealtime Magic All Year 


By ZOLA VINCENT 
There's no doubt about it—the 
tomato is an all-time favorite for 
meal time magic. For not only are 
sliced tomatoes, fresh from field or 
hothouse, a year round favorite; 
but canned tomatoes, tomato puree 
and tomato paste are used in 
cooking in just about every house­ 
hold. Cream of tomato soup is 
number one among soups; tomato 
juice is found on just about every 
menu round the town; and condi­ 
ments 
based 
on 
the flavorful, 
brightly 
colored 
fruit, 
namely 
ketchup, chili sauce, Worcester­ 
shire, barbecue and other meat 
sauces, outsell all others. Agricul­ 
tural experts through cross-breed­ 
ing and controlled cultivation have 
been largely responsible for the 
present day firm, smooth, lovely 
crimson appearance of the tomato. 
Tomatoes have an interesting 
historical background. When Cor­ 
tez and his Spanish conquistadors 
invaded Mexico in 1519, they found 
Aztec farmers cultivating irrigated 
fields in which a strange plant 
was growing. The fruit borne by 
the vine-like plant was 
small, 
wrinkled and lop sided; but its 
fine flavor made it an Aztec fav­ 
orite. Such was the original to­ 
mato. 
It is interesting to note that 
soon after the conquistadors in­ 
troduced tomatoes in Europe they 
fell in disrepute. Botanists dis­ 
covered the plant had some un­ 
savory ancestors. It belonged to 
the night-shade family, some of 


whose relations were known as 
effective poisoning agents. How­ 
ever, once the tomato was proven 
harmless, all Europe bowed to the 
flavor of this lush fruit. 
Today modern methods of farm ­ 
ing, 
marketing 
and 
processing 
make fresh tomatoes and tomato 
products available to the American 
homemaker the year round. 
TEMPTING TOMATO RAREBIT 
Tomato Rarebit is a quick-to- 
fix, truly delightful dish particu­ 
larly suited to the chafing dish, 
if you are lucky enough to have 
one.

Arrange Kitchen Utensils 
For Cooking Ease, Speed 


Breeze through you kitchen ac­ 
tivities and turn out 
glamorous 
meals! T hat’s what we all want 
but it means a little thought and 
time spent to make our kitchens 
ideal places to work. I t doesn’t re­ 
quire a dream kitchen with ex­ 
pensive equipment; rather, reor­ 
ganization of what is in the kitch­ 
en to make it all work most ef­ 
ficiently for us. 
In industry, they place equip­ 
ment and supplies so that every 
motion and step counts, and you 
can do the same in the kitchen. 
This means changing old habits 
and putting items where they will 
be used first, such as your double 
boiler: when in use, the bottohi 
part is filled with water, 
so 
it 
should be stored at the slnk< the 
middle pan is used for egg dishes, 
sauces, icings and such, and there 
fore should be stored at the mixing 
area; the lid is used when the 
pan is put on the stove, so it should 
be stored at the stove 
This principle of storing equip­ 
m ent at the point of first use can 
be carried out for every task that 
is done in the home. For example, 
in making breakfast cereal, the 
first thing needed is a pan of 
measured water. The pan and a 
measuring cup should be stored at 
the sink area. The pan of water 
would be taken to the stove, so 
the cereal box, with a measuring 
spoon inside, should be stored in 
the stove area. 
Stepe taken and motions made 
are kept at a minimum in this 
method; whereas, if the pan were 
kept in a pan cupboard, the cereal 
in a food cupboard, and the meas­ 
uring implements in a drawer or 
cupboard, as is so often true, there 
would have to be needless motions 
made and many more steps taken. 
Duplication of some of the equip­

Keeping the food supply rolling 
for the 102-bed Marin General

Salt, H teaspoon 
2 tablespoons melted butter 
Chopped nut meats, ‘4 cup 
To prepare cranberry mixture; 
Boil sugar and water for five min­ 
utes. Add cranberries and boil 5 
minutes longer (then cool). Stir 
apples into cranberry sauce. Place 
in greased baking pan. 
To prepare topping: Combine 
rolled oats, flour, sugar and salt. 
Add melted butter, mixing until 
crumbly. 
Sprinkle over the apple-cran­ 
berry mixture.

Tomato Is All Time Favorite 
For Mealtime Magic All Year 


By ZOLA VINCENT 
There's no doubt about it—the 
tomato is an all-time favorite for 
meal time magic. For not only are 
sliced tomatoes, fresh from field or 
hothouse, a year round favorite; 
but canned tomatoes, tomato' puree 
and tomato paste are used in 
cooking in just about every house­ 
hold. Cream of tomato soup is 
number on» among soups; tomato 
juice is found on Just about every 
menu round the town; and condi­ 
ments based on the flavorful, 
brightly colored fruit, namely 
ketchup, chili sauce, Worcester­ 
shire, barbecu» and other meat 
sauces, outsell all others. Agricul­ 
tural experts through cross-breed­ 
ing and controlled cultivation have 
been largely responsible for the 
present day firm, smooth, lovely 
crimson appearance of the tomato. 
Tomatoes have an interesting 
historical background. When Cor­ 
tez and his Spanish conquistadors 
invaded Mexico in 1519, they found 
Aztec farmers cultivating .irrigated 
fields in which a strange plant 
was growing. The fruit borne by 
the vine-like plant was small, 
wrinkled and lop sided; but it’s 
fine flavor made it an Aztec fav­ 
orite. Such was the original to­ 
mato. 
It is interesting to note that 
soon after the conquistador» in­ 
troduced tomatoe» in Europe they 
fell in disrepute. Botanist» dis­ 
covered the plant had some un­ 
savory ancestor», It belonged to 
the night-shade family, some of 


whose relations were known as 
effective poisoning agents. How­ 
ever, once the tomato was proven 
harmless, all Europe bowed to the 
flavor of this lush fruit. 
Today modern methods of farm­ 
ing, marketing and processing 
make fresh tomatoes and tomato 
products available to the American 
homemaker the year round. 
TEMPTING TOMATO RAREBIT 
Tomato Rarebit is a quick-to- 
fix, truly delightful dish particu­ 
larly suited to the chafing dish, 
if you are lucky enough to have 
one. It can, however, be made in 
a double boiler and taste just as 
delicious. Because the Ingredients 
are kitchen staples you’ll be ready 
to prepare this at the drop of a 
guest’s hat. 
1 11-ounce can condensed cream 
of tomato soup, undiluted 
%, pound (1 cup) grated pro­ 
cessed sharp cheese 
Vt teaspoon prepared mustard 
Combine soup and cheese in top 
of double boiler placed over boil­ 
ing water . . . or in chafing dish 
over boiling water. Heat, stirring 
occasionally, until cheese is melted 
and mixture is smooth. Add mus­ 
tard; blend well, Serve over toast 
points or crackers. Garnish with 
parsley, If you like. Makes 6 serv­ 
ings, Could anything be simpler? 
A tossed green salad goes well 
with this as does asparagus or 
broccoli. 
CHICKEN LEGS PIQUANT 
Whole chicken legs and thighs 
smothered in a zesty, piquant 


sauce using one of the American 
homemakers favorite tomato prod­ 
ucts . . . ketchup, makes superb 
eating. 
6 chicken legs and thighs 
(whole) 
2 tablespoons butter 
or margarine 
1 cup celery, chopped 
1 cup onions, chopped 
1 bottle (14-ounces) ketchup 
2 tablespoons cider vinegar 
2 teaspoons brown sugar 
1 tablespoon prepared mustard 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce

'1 teaspoon salt 
*4 teaspoon pepper 
Heat oven to 375 degrees (mod­ 
erate). Saute chicken in butter

Mash 3 canned, cling peach 
halves or 1 cup sliced canned 
peaches to a pulp. Add >4 cup 
lemon juice and 1 cup peach syrup. 
In pan combine J4 cup water, J4 
teaspoon grated lemon rind, \ 
cup sugar and a few grains of salt; 
heat to boiling. Moisten i teaspoon 
plain gelatin in % cup water and 
dissolve over hot water. Add gela­ 
tin to hot sugar syrup and stir 
until well blended then combine 
with peach mixture. Pour into re­ 
frigerator tray, place in freezing 
unit and freeze to a mush-like 
consistency; beat. Return to' unit 
and continue freezing.

WEEK'S MARKETING 
Bananas Are Good Buy Now, 


Pork, Lamb And Rhubarb Too 


By JUNE MACLURE 
Home Advisor 
Have you been wondering about 
the stamp you have seen on the 
poultry in your markets? The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture rules 
and regulations went into effect 
several years ago, but the program 
is entirely voluntary, so if the 
chickens, turkeys, or ducks you 
buy 
don’t 
carry 
the 
stamp, 
it 
doesn’t necessarily mean they’re 
inferior. 
There are two stamps, just as in 
beef, veal and lamb. One is a 
shield. This is the grade level that 
tells the quality of the poultry, the 
class, and the number of the pro­ 
cessing plant where the grading 
was done. The other stamp is a 
circle showing that ready-to-cook 
poultry 
has been 
inspected 
for 
wholesomeness. 
Remember that this program is 
voluntary. The regulations apply 
only to members of the poultry 
industry who ask for the grading 
and inspection service, so all the 
poultry that comes to market will 
not be graded or inspected offi­ 
cially. If you see the stamps on 
the poultry you buy, you will know 
th at it has been Federal or Fed­ 
eral-State inspected and meets all 
the 
regulations 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture; 
otherwise th8 letters, “U.S.”, can­ 
not be used on the label. 
One important part of this pro­ 
gram deals with the requirements 
for 
the 
sanitation 
o ' 
dressing 
plants. All ready-to-cook poultry 
th at is prepared in official plants 


approved by the Department of 
Agriculture, will be processed un­ 
der sanitary conditions. 
NO DEFORMITIES 
So, what does a bird have to be 
to qualify for the first grade? To 
rate as U.S. Grade A, it must have 
no deformities, such as a crooked 
breastbone; it must be well-fleshed, 
with full breast and meaty legs; 
have the fat well distributed un­ 
der the skin; few. if any, pin­ 
feathers, and practically no skin 
tears or bruises. U.S. Grade B 
birds will fall short of these stand­ 
ards in one or more respects. Still 
lower grr.de birds of C quality will 
not be individually labeled. These 
are the standards that show on 
the shield. 
Poultry 
that 
is 
inspected 
for 
wholesomeness carries the circle 
stamp. The circle means a Federal 
veterinarian has examined the in­ 
ternal organs and found no evi­ 
dence of any condition that would 
make it unwholesome or unfit for 
food. 
Some processing plants apply for 
both the grading and inspection 
services . . . others for only one 
. . . or none. 
To identify the classes of poul­ 
try, the U.S.D.A. is using some 
new terms. Where there used to 
be two classes of chickens . . . 
broilers and fryers . . . they are 
now combined into one class. Stew­ 
ing chickenc are classed as “hens, 
stewing 
c h i c k e n s , 
or 
“fowl,” 
“Dressed” is used now instead of 
New 
York 
dressed 
or 
market 


dressed. A dressed bird, as you al­ 
ready know, is one that has been 
bled and picked, b u t#not drawn. 
If it is fully drawn and eviscerat­ 
ed, it is labeled “Ready-to-cook.” 
LOOK FOR LABEL 
Suppose 
you 
want 
to 
buy 
a 
chicken for dinner tonight. You 
may be having* guests and want 
the grade A bird. Just look for 
the Grade A label! If it's just for 
the family, you may want Grade 
B . . . which is every bit as whole­ 
some and easier on your pocket- 
book. Again, look for the label. The 
label may be on the bird itself, 
on the case, if the poultry is pack­ 
aged individually, or on the pack­ 
age. If you don’t find r label, ask 
the market if they carry officially 
graded and inspected poultry. If 
enough of you ask for it, you 11 
get it . . . and then you can always 
be sure you are buying just what 
you want.

Bananas come in for some m ar­ 
ket report talk because they have 
the uniqueness’ of no special sea­ 
sonal ups and downs. Their price 
for top quality will vary just a 
penny or two per pound the year 
around. Wonderful nutrition-wise 
and so easily digested that they 
are one of the first solid foods 
given to infants. 
Pick bananas with an eye to 
the use you are going to put them. 
It is wise to get them a bit green 
and to ripen them at home. Ripen 
at room temperature. Do not store 
in the refrigerator as low tem­ 
peratures prevent proper ripening.

are excellent for cooking . . . bake, 
broil or fry and serve as a vege­ 
table. All-yellow bananas are firm 
enough to cook, ripe enough to 
eat and to use as an ingredient 
in baking.

are best for immediate eating, for 
fruit cups, salads, desserts, drinks 
and in baking.

Arrange Kitchen Utensils 
For Cooking Ease, Speed 
Breeze through you kitchen ac­ 
tivities and turn out 
glamorous 
meals! That's what we all want 
but It means a little thought and 
time spent to make our kitchens 
ideal places to work. It doesn't re­ 
quire a dream kitchen with ex­ 
pensive equipment; rather,, reor­ 
ganization of what is in the kitch­ 
en to make It all work most ef­ 
ficiently for us. 
In industry, they place equip­ 
ment and supplies so, that every 
motion and step counts, and you 
can do the same in. the kitchen. 
This means changing old habits 
and putting items where they wiB 
be used first, such as your doufols 
boiler: when in use, the bottota 
part is filled with water, 
.so 
it 
should be stored at the ainkt the 
middle pan la 'used, for egg dishes,, 
sauces, icings and such, and there 
fore should 'be stored at the mixing 
area; the lid is used when the 
pan is put on the stove, so it should 
be stored at the stove. 
This principle of storing equip­ 
ment a t the point of first use can. 
be carried out for every task that 
is done in the home. For example, 
in making breakfast cereal, the 
first thing needed is a pan of 
measured, water. 'The pan. and a. 
measuring cup should be stored at 
the sink area. The pan of water 
would be taken to the stove, so 
the cereal box, with a measuring 
spoon Inside, should be stored in 
the stove area. 
Stepe taken and motions made 
are kept at a minimum in this 
method; whereas, if the pan were 
kept in a pan cupboard, the cereal 
in a food cupboard, and the meas­ 
uring implements in. a drawer or 
cupboard, as is so often true, there 
would have to be needless motions 
made and many more steps taken. 
Duplication of some of the equip­ 
ment, such as measuring cups or 
spoons, would be necessary in this

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Been Wondering About Stamp 
On Poultry In Your Market? 


By JUNE MACLURE 
Home Advisor 
Have you been wondering about 
the stamp you have seen on the 
poultry in your markets? The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture rules 
and regulations went into effect 
several years ago, but the program 
is entirely voluntary, so if the 
chickens, turkeys, or ducks you 
buy don’t carry the stamp, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean they’re 
inferior. 
There are two stamps, just as in 
beef, veal and lamb. One is a 
shield. This is the grade level that 
tells the quality of the poultry, the 
class, and the number of the pro­ 
cessing plant where the grading 
was done. The other stamp is a 
circle showing that ready-to-cook 
poultry haa been inspected, for 
wholesomeness. 
Remember that this program is 
voluntary. The regulations apply 
only to members of the poultry 
industry who ask for the grading 
and inspection service, so all the 
poultry that comes to market will 
not be graded or inspected offi­ 
cially. If you see the stamps on 
the poultry you buy, you will know 
that it has been Federal or Fed­ 
eral-State Inspected and meets all 
the regulations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture; 
otherwise the letters, "U.S.”, can­ 
not be used on the label. 
One important part of this pro­ 
gram deals with the requirements 
for the sanitation o' dressing stewing 
plants. All ready-to-cook poultry 
that is prepared in official plants 


approved by the Department of 
Agriculture, will be processed un­ 
der sanitary conditions. 
NO DEFORMITIES 
So, what does a bird have to be 
to qualify for the first grade? To 
rate as U.S. Grade A, It must have 
no deformities, such as a crooked 
breastbone; it must be well-fleshed, 
with full breast and meaty legs; 
have the fat well distributed un­ 
der the skin; few, if any, pin­ 
feathers, and practically no skin 
tears or bruises, U.S. Grade B 
birds will fall short of these stand­ 
ards in one or more respects. Still 
lower grr.de birds of C quality will 
not be individually labeled. These 
are the standards that show on 
the shield. 
Poultry that is inspected for 
wholesomeness carries the circle 
stamp. The circle means a Federal 
veterinarian has examined the in­ 
ternal organs and found no evi­ 
dence of any condition that would 
make it unwholesome or unfit for 
food, 
Some processing plant* apply for 
both the grading and inspection 
services . . . others for only one 
. . . or none. 
To identify the classes of poul­ 
try, the U.S.D.A. is using some 
new terms. Where there used to 
be two classes of chickens . . . 
broilers and fryers . . . they are 
now combined into one class. Stew­ 
ing chickenc are classed as “hens, 
c h i c k e n s, or “fowl,” 
“Dressed” is used now instead of

dressed. A dressed bird, as you al­ 
ready know, is one that has been 
bled and picked, but not drawn. 
If it is fully drawn and eviscerat­ 
ed, it is labeled “Ready-to-cook.” 
LOOK FOR, LABEL 
Suppose you want to buy a 
chicken for dinner tonight. You 
may be having" guests and want 
the grade A bird. Just look for 
the Grade A label! If It’s Just for 
the family, you may want Grade 
B . . . which is every bit as whole­ 
some and easier on your pocket- 
book. Again, look for the label. The 
label may be on the bird itself, 
on the case, if the poultry is pack­ 
aged individually, or on the pack­ 
age. If you don’t find r label, ask 
the market if they carry officially 
graded and inspected poultry. If 
enough of you ask for it, you’ll 
get it . .. and then you can always 
be sure you are buying just what 
you want.

Good as it is, Veal Madeleine 
is not difficult to prepare. You 
just take a thick veal steak, pan­ 
brown it, smother it with golden- 
brown soft-fried onions, simmer it 
in a little water until tender; then 
set it in a bed of noodles that 
that have been buttered, paprika’d 
and sprinkled with almonds and 
poppy seeds.

THINGS HAVE CHANGED, GEORGE 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Courthouse Situation Is 
Nothing To Be Proud Of 


“I luppose this is a case of whose ox is 
gored,” said the determined fellow who 
strode into our office one day last week to 
tell us what he thought w’e should do in the 
way of “righting a wrong.” 
He was understandably disturbed. 
HiH 
jury had just been sent home for the second 
successive dav on account of jackhammer 
noise in the courthouse. 
A juror is just like the rest of us. He has 
his daily work to perform and he is put to 
no end of difficulty in his personal affairs 
when he gets summoned for duty and must 
rej>ort to the courthouse at such-and-such 
a time on a particular day. 
First he has a problem of how to take 
time away from his daily work. Then he has 
to drive to the courthouse. 
If he is un­ 
familiar with San Rafael’s new system of 
one-way streets, this is no easy matter. 
Once at the courthouse, he must find a 
place to park. Since those two big lots on 
either side of the edifice are filled with the 
cars of county employees parked there all 
day, the juror must look elsewhere. 
Most 
streets near-by art restricted with parking 
meters to one or two-hour parking. 
So the juror must park a considerable dis­ 
tance and walk, or run the risk of a parking 
ticket. 
When he finally gets to the courthouse, 
all is confusion. There is at least one more 
court than there are courtrooms. The judges 
play a kind of musical chairs game among 
the courtrooms; so finding the right one is 
no simple matter, either. It may even be 
temporarily located in the San Rafael City 
Hall instead of the courthouse. 
T he fellow who called on us the other 
day described all this along with some addi­ 


tional complications, all his own. 
Finally, he went on, court convened and 
the trial opened. 
Then the jackhammers 
went to work down stairs where the sheriffs 
office is being remodelled. 
The noise so interfered with the conduct 
of the trial that court had to be adjourned 
until the following day. And next day, the 
same thing happened all over again. 
“This is something that the Independent- 
Journal ought to do something about,” said 
our visitor. 
“You ought to hammer away at it in your 
paper until everybody is aroused and some­ 
thing is done. It isn’t right for taxpaying- 
citizen-jurors to be subjected to such a state 
of affairs,” he declared. 
And we, of course, agree with him. 
For five years, off and on, we have been 
calling attention to the deplorable situation 
in our courthouse and advocating exactly 
what our disturbed visitor demands: moving 
the courthouse to a new site where facilities 
are adequate, where accessibility by auto is 
easy and where parking is no problem. 
But we haven’t had much success in arous­ 
ing the public. 
It all gets back to our caller’s first words, 
”. . . a case of whose* ox is gored.” 
Sometimes we fear we may have tb wait 
until a lot more oxes are goned before the 
general public in Marin becomes aroused 
about the inadequacy of our present court­ 
house. 
At any rate, wne hope things come to a 
head about election time next June. 
A 
change in the composition of the County 
Board of Supervisors could do more to pro­ 
mote progress in Marin than -years of ox- 
goring and I.J editorial campaigning.

Avalanche-Hunter Shoots Snow 


To Keep Mountain Passes Clear 


DENVER(/P)—Ted Bakken, a 
lean, 
red-haired, 
28-y e a r-old 
mountaineer, is one of America’s 
most unusual big game hunters. 
He hunts avalanches. When he 
finds one that is ripe, he brings 
it down with artillery fire. 
Ted—he uses a 75mm. howitzer 
—is the chief marksman In a 
spectacular snow-fighting tech­ 
nique developed by the Colorado 
Department of Highways. 


KEEPING ROADS through 21 
high mountain passes free of 
snow is an arduous and some­ 
times hazardous task. 
Avalanches, roaring unchecked 
from high peaks and burying 
key highways under hundreds of 
tons of snow, rocks and broken 
trees, have been more than a 
nuisance to motorists in the 


past. Between 1945 
and 
1952 
they claimed six lives In Colora­ 
do. 
Today highway engineers are 
less often 
taken by surprise. 
They create more than half the 
mountain pass avalanches them­ 
selves in a unique snow control 
program. 


IT IS DONE with the precision 
of a military maneuver. 
When snow builds up danger­ 
ously in an area, a section of the 
road is blocked off, and a high 
explosive shell is fired into the 
snow mass. Usually, after the 
man-made avalanche cascades 
down, the waiting snow removal 
machinery can 
clear 
a 
lane 
through in less than an hour.

The net result is that highways 
are kept open, and the motorists 
feel a lot safer.

IN THE UNITED STATES, by 
comparison, the Federal Reserve 
Bank’s rate for lending to the 
banka in your community is 2 Vi 
per cent.

has 
been buying up consumer goods 
the government would like to 
see exported. Her Imports have 
been rising much faster than her 
income from exports. As a result, 
the gold and dollar reserves of 
the sterling area dropped by 642 
million dollars last year. The 
British trade gap ran up a fur­ 
ther deficit of $207,760,000 last 
month. 
Prices and wages keep rising in 
England. Full employment makes 
it hard for the government to 
halt the inflation spiral. Nearly 
eight million British women are 
working, making up more than a 
third of the labor force. 


The British government has 
tried curbs on installment buy­ 
ing—and reaped loud protests 
from workers trying 
to raise 
their standards of living. 


One other device the British 
might try would be the return to 
import controls, which the Brit­ 
ish have been relaxing. Such con­ 
trols are usually aimed at dollar 
goods, to save England’s dwin­ 
dling supply. 
Such a move by the British 
would add fuel to the tariff and 
foreign aid battles brewing in 
the American Congress.

Asia May Slip To Communists If 
U.S. Doesn't Redouble Efforts 


W A SH IN G TO N -Tw o of the 
most eminent and abie Ameri­ 
can* in private life—Paul 
G . 
Hoffman, former ^m inlstrator 
of the M arshall Plan, and John 
Cowles, president of the Minne­ 
apolis Star and Tribune-are ut­ 
tering a sober and solemn warn­ 
ing on the most critical front of 
the cold war. 
It is evident that, based 
on 
their wide, 
first-hand 
experi­ 
ence, they have reached the same 
conclusions independently and 
almost simultaneously. 
When you lay alongside of 
each other the address on Asian 
aid which Mr. Hoffman delivered 
at the University of Bridgeport 
last week and the articles which 
Mr. Cowles is writing in his news­ 
papers as the result of his latest 
trip through Burma, Indonesia, 
India and the Middle East, their 
c o m b i n e d report constitutes 
something very near to a "shock 
treatment” which cannot safely 
go unheeded. 
Their words are the more im­ 
pressive because they are neither 
shrill nor emotional. They are 
calm, 
knowledgeable, 
free 
of 
wishful thinking. 


THEIR WARNINGS, carefully 
and faithfully briefed, are these: 
1. That the Communists are 
making “frightening headway” in 
all Asia, that the tide of the cold 
war in this Rrea of the world is 
perilously uncertain 
and 
that 
unless we lay hold of the will 
and the means to reverse it, the 
United States and the free world 
face dire consequences. 
2. That through subversion and 
seduction, pressure and promise. 
Communism is continuing to pull 
these ten inexperienced, poverty- 
plagued, newly Independent de­ 
mocracies of Asia Into its mag­ 
netic range and time is not work­ 
ing on our side. The danger 
mounts. 
3. That just as we have use­ 
fully taken a “new look” at our 
military program, it is impera­ 
tive that we take a fresh and 
uninhibited “new look” at the 
whole range of our relations with 
the Aslan democracies to see if 
there are not open to us further 
ways and better ways of helping 
them to help themselves to re­ 
sist the pull of Communist pow­ 
er and enticement. 


IT IS CLEAR that Mr. Hoff­ 
man and Mr. Cowles, both of 
whom have viewed events In 
Asia at first hand, reached their 
conclusions separately but at 
about 
the 
same 
time. 
Each 
strongly confirms the other. 
Mr. Hoffman urgently counsels 
a bold, resolute and untlmid pro­ 


gram of aid and encouragement 
to do for the Asian democracie* 
what the Marshall Plan did fog 
the war-torn countries of West­ 
ern Europe. 
Mr. Hoffman urges that we 
keep ourselves radically disasso­ 
ciated from any taint of colonial, 
ism, treat the new democracies 
“with the respect due sovereign 
nations” and free ourselves from 
the fallacy that neutral nations 
are enemies. He says we should 
uphold the “right of the nation 
which wishes to remain neutral 
to do so.” 
“Not for a minute," he adds, 
“should we assume that those na­ 
tions which are unwilling to Join 
a military alliance with us are 
necessarily against us." 


MR. COWLES’ words are no 
less grave. 
“The Communists are clearly 
gaining 
throughout 
much of 
Asia,” he reports. Unless the 
United States adopts a much 
more imaginative 
and 
under­ 
standing psychological approach 
toward Asia and enlarges the 
scope of its economic aid. the 
probability is that much, if not 
most of Asia, will gradually slip 
into the Communist orbit. 
Mr. Cowles sees the opportuni­ 
ties to prevent this not in our 
reach indefinitely; action must 
be prompt as well as adequate. 
“Whether the people of the 
United States,” he says, “will 
come to appreciate q u i c k l y 
enough what is now happening 
In the underdeveloped areas of 
the world, or whether we will 
wait passively until the backward 
countries begin to accept Mos­ 
cow’s political and economic phil­ 
osophies as their model, Is the 
overriding political question in 
the period immediately ahead. 
Compared to It, most of our 
other problems shriek Into insig­ 
nificance.” 


NONE OF THE Asian nations 
wants Communism. All want their 
freedom and independence. Non# 
relishes totalitarianism in any 
form. But their leaders and their 
peoples are convinced that pov­ 
erty does not have to be their lot, 
It is clear that if they cannot 
confidently turn to America for 
help to help themselvea, they 
will turn in the only direction 
open to them—Moeoow-ward. 
The consequence of neglecting 
the Asian democracies may well 
be that the Western world would 
find Itself a shrinking Island in 
a Communist sea. 
The reward of helping the 
Asian democracies could be, in 
Mr. Hoffman’s view, the "begin­ 
nings of the first durable peace 
men have ever built."

Britain Tries To Curb 


Public's Spending Spree 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Atty. 
Gen. Edmund G. Brown appears 
to be continually worried over 
campaign contributions. He said 
recently at a press Interview in 
Sacramento that he hopes the 
state 
Legislature 
will 
adopt 
stronger 
"purity 
of 
elections 
laws.” 


When it was called to his at­ 
tention that politicians can’t run 
campaigns without money, 
he 
said he realized that fact, but 
pointed out his aim in strength­ 
ening the laws affecting cam­ 
paigns is to make as certain as 
one can that contributed cam­ 
paign funds do not carry with 
them some measure of reimburse­ 
ment by an elected candidate. 


THIS SITUATION has been a 
growing bugaboo to politicians 
for a long time, and it grows 
steadily as the costs of running 
an election campaign increase. 


So far, no one has been able 
to contrive a purity of elections 
law that can’t be circumvented, 
In the event there 1s Intent on 
the part of the candidate, and 
on the part of the contributor. 


It is not likely that anyone 
ever will come up with such a 
law, short of 
prohibiting 
any 
campaign contributions at all, 
which in the light of the small 
remuneration government tenders

BROWN, IN A several page 
analysis of federal elections law* 
points out some of the important 
provision*, in view of the forth­ 
coming national elections. 
He says a political committee 
may not receive contributions or 
make expenditures in excess of 
$3 million during any calendar 
year. This, of course, applies to 
the big national committee«. Thi* 
provision in federal law can be 
circumvented very simply, mere­ 
ly by the process of breaking up 
one big committee into many 
small committees, each with the 
privilege of spending $3 million 
in any one year. There isn’t thal 
much money in politics, however, 
so it has not as yet become nee- 
essary. 


Suppose, however, a limitation 
were put on in California, of a 
smaller sum, and the amount 
limited to a certain expenditure 
by “a committee.” Committees 
could be formed In all of the 
counties, in any number, so, in 
effect, the limitation would be 
no limitation at all 


FEDERAL LAW also provide* 
that no person, organization or 
corporation may contribute, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, more than 
$5,000 during any one calendar 
year to any candidate for elec­ 
tive federal office. This too, is a 
provision easily circumvented if 
the desire to circumvent were 
present. 


Actually, there is little if any 
control over the individual who 
may wish to buy a few votes. 
About the only answer i* the 
nomination to office of individ­ 
uals who are not in the market- 


Fortunately, California is in an 
excellent situation in this respect, 
despite the attorney general’s be­ 
lief that the 
laws should 
be 
strengthened, as there has been 
a steadily Increasing trend In the 
Legislature to lessen emphasis on 
campaign funds, and increase tt 
on good legislation.

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THINGS HAVE CHANGED, GEORGE 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Courthouse Situation Is 
Nothing To Be Proud Of 


“I suppose thi* is a case of whose ox it 
gored,” said the determined fellow who 
strode into our office one day last week to 
tell us what he thought we should do in the 
way of "righting a wrong.** 
He was understandably disturbed. 
Hi* 
jury had just been sent home for the second 
successive day on account of jackhammer 
noise in the courthouse. 
A juror is just like the rest of us. He has 
his daily 'work to perform, and. he is put to 
no end of difficulty in his personal affairs 
when he gets summoned, for duty and must 
report to the courthouse at such-and-such 
a time on. a particular day. 
First he has a problem of how to take 
lime away from, his daily work. Then he has 
to drive to the courthouse. If he is un­ 
familiar with San Rafael's new system of 
one-way streets, this is no easy matter. 
Once at the courthouse, he must find a 
place to park. Since those two big lots on 
either side of the edifice are filled with the 
cars of county employees parked there all 
day, the juror must look elsewhere. 
Most 
streets near-by art restricted with parking 
meters to one or two-hour parking. 
So the juror must park a considerable dis­ 
tance and walk, or run the risk of a parking 
ticket 
When he finally gets to the courthouse, 
ill it. confusion. There' is at least one more 
court than there are courtrooms. The judges 
play a kind of musical chairs game among 
the courtrooms; so finding the right one is 
no simple matter, either. It may even be 
temporarily located in the San Rafael City 
Hall instead of the 'Courthouse'. 
The fellow who called on us the other 
day described all this along with, some addi­ 


tional complications, all his own. 
Finally, he went on, court convened and 
the trial opened. Then the jackhammer» 
went to work down stairs where the sheriffs 
office is being remodelled. 
The noise so interfered with the conduct 
of the trial, that court had to be adjourned 
until the following day. And next day, the 
same thing happened all over again. 
“This is something that the Independfcnt- 
Journal ought to do som.et.hing about,” said 
our visitor. 
"You ought to hammer away at it in your 
paper until everybody is aroused and some­ 
thing is done. It isn’t right for taxpaying* 
citizen-juron to be subjected to such a state 
of affairs,” he declared. 
And we, of course, agree with him. 
For five yean, off and on, we have been 
calling attention to the deplorable situation 
in our courthouse and advocating exactly 
what our disturbed visitor demands; moving 
the courthouse to a new site where facilities 
are adequate, where accessibility by auto 'is 
easy and where parking is no problem. 
But we haven't had much, success in. arous­ 
ing the public. 
It all gets back, to our caller’s first words, 
”. . . a case of whose-ox is gored.” 
Sometimes we fear we may have A unit, 
until a lot more oxes are gored before the 
general public in Marin, becomes aroused 
about the inadequacy of our present court­ 
house. 
At any rate, we hope things come to a 
head about election time next June. 
A 
change in the composition of the County 
Board of Supervisors could do more to pro­ 
mote progress in Marin than years of ox- 
goring and I.J editorial campaigning.

T he statewide water conference which 
will be held in Los Angeles next Thursday 
under' the auspice! of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce is an attempt to 
bring together all the warring factions be­ 
hind a common water program. 
Whether it will succeed, only time will 
tell. But the attempt must be made and 
utimately agreement will be reached on 
some program, If only because it i* the most 
important problem facing the State. 
The fact that the conference is being held 
in Los Angeles instead of San Francisco or

KEEPING ROADS through 21 
high mountain pa asea free of 
snow Is an arduous and some­ 
times hazardous task. 
Avalanches, roaring unchecked 
from high peaks and burying 
key highways under hundreds of 
Ions of snow, rocks and broken 
trees, have been more than a 
nuisance to motorists in the 


past. Between 1945 
and 
1952 
they claimed six lives in. Colora­ 
do. 
Today highway engineers are 
leas often 
ts,ken 
by surprise,.. 
They create more than half the 
mountain pasa avalanches them­ 
selves in. a unique snow control 
program.

The reason the British govern­ 
ment is trying to halt the boom 
there is that with rising wages 
the British people have been on 
a buying kick, such .as the island 
has never known. The postwar 
generation has also discovered 
the Joys of .Installment buying..

the government would like to 
see exported. Her Imports have 
been rising much, faster than her 
Income from exports. As a result, 
ths gold and dollar reserves of 
the sterling area dropped by 842 
million dollars last year. The 
British trade gap ran up a fur­ 
ther deficit of $207,760,000 last 
month. 
Prices and. wages keep rising In 
England. Full employment makes 
1ft hard for the government to 
halt the Inflation spiral. Nearly 
eight million British women are 
working, making up more than a 
third of the labor force. 
The British government has 
tried curbs on installment buy­ 
ing—and reaped loud protests 
from workers' trying to' raise 
, their standards of living. 


One other device the British 
might 'try would be toe return to 
Import controls, which the Brit­ 
ish have been relaxing.. Such con­ 
trols are usually aimed at dollar 
goods, to save England's dwin­ 
dling supply.

WASHINGTON—Two of the 
most eminent and able Ameri­ 
cans in private life—Paul O. 
Hoffman, former administrator 
of the Marshall Plan, and John 
Cowles, president, of toe Minne­ 
apolis Star and Tribune—are ut­ 
tering a sober and solemn warn­ 
ing on the most critical front of 
the cold war. 
It is evident that, based 
on 
their wide, first-hand 
experi­ 
ence, they have reached the same 
conclusions Independently and 
almost simultaneously. 
When you lay alongsida of 
each other the address on .Asian 
aid which Mr. Hoffman delivered 
at the University of Bridgeport 
last week and to* articles which 
Mr. Cowles is writing in his news­ 
papers as the result of his latest 
trip through Burma, 'Indonesia, 
India and to* Middle East, their 
c o m b i n e d report, constitutes 
something very near to a “shock 
treatment" which cannot safely 
go unheeded. 
Their words are the more im­ 
pressive because, they are neither 
shrill nor emotional. They are 
calm, 
knowledgeable, 
free 
of 
wishful thinking. 


THEIR WARNINGS, carefully 
and faithfully briefed, are these: 
1. That the Communist* are 
making “frightening headway” in 
all Asia, that the tide of the cold 
war in this area of the world is 
perilously uncertain 
and 
that 
unless we lay hold of the will 
and the means to reveree it, the 
United States .and toe .free world 
face dire consequences. 
2. That through subversion and 
seduction, pressure and promise. 
Communism is continuing to pull 
these ten Inexperienced, poverty- 
plagued, newly Independent de­ 
mocracies of Asia into Its mag­ 
netic rang* and 'time is not work­ 
ing on our side. The danger 
mounts. 
3. 'That just as we have use­ 
fully taken a “new look” at our 
military program, it is impera­ 
tive that we take a fresh and 
uninhibited "new look” at the 
whole range of our relations with 
the Aslan democracies to see If 
there are not open to us further 
ways and better ways of helping 
them to help themselves to re­ 
sist the pull of Communist pow­ 
er and enticement 


IT IS CLEAR, that Mr.. Hoff­ 
man and Mr. Cowles, both of 
whom have viewed events In 
Asia at first hand, reached their 
conclusions separately but at 
about the 
same time. 
Each 
strongly confirms the other. 
Mr. Hoffman urgently counsels 
a bold, resolute: and untimid pro­ 


gram of aid and snoouragemenl 
to. do for' the Asian democracia* 
what the Marshall Plan did j®e 
the war-torn countries of West­ 
ern Europe. 
Mr. Hoffman urges that w* 
keep ourselves .radically disasso­ 
ciated from any taint of colonial, 
ism, treat the new democracies 
'""with to.* respect due sovereign, 
nations” and free ourselves from 
the fallacy that neutral nation* 
are enemies. He says we should 
uphold the “right of the nation 
which wishes to. remain neutral 
to do so.” 
“Not for a minute," he adds, 
“should we assume that those .na­ 
tions which are unwilling to Jota 
a military alliance with us are 
necessarily against us," 
. 


MR. COWLES’ words are n* 
less grave. 
“The Communist* are clearly 
gaining 
throughout 
much 
of 
Asia,” he reporte. Unless the 
United States adopts a much 
more .Imaginative .and 
under­ 
standing psychological approach 
toward Asia and enlarges to* 
scope of' its economic aid, the 
probability is that much, If not 
moat of Asia, will gradually slip. 
Into toa Communist orbit. 
Mr. Cowles sees toe opportuni­ 
ties to' prevent this not .In our 
reach indefinitely; action must 
be prompt as well as adequate. 
“Whether the 'people of the 
United States,” he says, “will 
come to appreciate q u i c k l y 
enough what Is now happening 
In the underdeveloped areas of 
toe world, or whether we will 
wait passively until toe backward 
countries begin to accept Mos­ 
cow’s political and economic phil­ 
osophies as their model, is the 
overriding po.Ut.ical question, in. 
the period Immediately ahead. 
Compared to It, most of 
our 
other problems shridk. into' Insig­ 
nificance." 


NONE OF THE' Asian, nations 
wants Communism. All want their 
freedom and independence. None 
relishes totalitarianism In any 
form. But their leaders and their 
peoples are convinced, that pov­ 
erty doe* not have to be their Id 
It is clear that if they cannot 
confidently 'turn to' Amariea for 
help to help themselves, they 
will turo in the only direction 
open to' 'them—Moaoow-wanL 
The consequence of neglectix* 
the .Aslan democracies may welt 
be that the Western world would 
find Itself a shrinking island in 
a Communist sea. 
The reward of helping to* 
Aslan democracies could be, in 
Mr. Hoffman’s view, the “begin­ 
nings of the first durable peace 
men have ever built"

So far, no one has been able 
to contrive a purity of elections 
law that can’t be circumvented, 
in toe event there Is Intent on 
the part of to* candidate,, and 
on the part of tha contributor. 
It is not likely that anyone 
ever will com* up with euch a 
law, short of prohibiting

campaign, contributions at all,

BROWN, IN A several page 
analysis of federal elections laws 
points out some of toe Important 
provision*, in, view of tha forth­ 
coming national elections. 
He says a political committee 
may not receive contribution* or 
make expenditures In excess of 
$3 million during any calendar 
year. This, of course, applies to 
the big national committees. This 
provision in. federal, law can. be 
circumvented very simply, mere­ 
ly by the process of breaking up 
one big committee into many 
small committee*, each with the 
privilege of 'Spending $3 'million 
in sny one year. There Isn’t that 
much money in politice, however, 
so it has not' as yet 'become nee-' 
casary. 
Suppose, however,, a limitation 
were put on in California, of a 
smaller sum, and the amount 
limited to a certain expenditure 
by "a committee." Committees 
could be formed In all of the 
counties, in any number, so, to 
effect, the limitation would be 
no limitation at all. 


FEDERAL LAW *1*0 provides 
that no person, organization, or 
corporation may contribute, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, more than 
$5,'000: during any on* calendar' 
year to any candidate for elec­ 
tive federal office. Thi* too, is a 
provision easily circumvented if 
the desire to circumvent were 
present. 
Actually, there is little If any 
control over toe ind.ivld.ual who 
may wish to buy a few votes. 
About the only answer 1* the 
nomination to office of individ­ 
uals who are not in the market 
Fortunately, California is to. an 
excelient situation to this respect, 
despite the attorney general’# be­ 
lief that the 
laws .should 
be 
strengthened, as there has been 
a steadily Increasing trend to the 
Legislature to lessen emphasis on 
campaign funds, and increase 1$ 
on .good, legislation.

Planners Approve 4 Subdivisions 


Plans to start construction this 
spring on four subdivisions, with 
a total of 562 lots, were announced 
Monday at the meeting of Marin 
County Planning Commission. 


Among them is a 180-lot 79-acre 
subdivision along Tiburon boule­ 
vard east of Bel Aire, on which 
lots will be sold for individual de­ 
velopment. 


Tentative maps of the four sub­ 
divisions were approved, provided 
the developers work out improve­ 
ments in street 
alignments 
and 
widths, get approval of streets and 
drainage by the department of 
public works, and provide utilities. 


Two of 
the 
subdivisions 
are 


Marinwood Units 4 and 5, on the 
north side of Lucas Valley roa£, 
and west of 
Miller 
Creek 
rqpd 
which is being built to Join Lucas 
Valley road. 


The two subdivisions have 189 
and 179 lots, and extend west to 
the boundary of 
Marin 
Countv 
Farm. 


Rolland Hammond, planner and 
architect for Marin wood develop­ 
ers Taper & Hoytt, said the exten­ 
sion of Miller Creek road, a four- 
lane divided street, from the pres­ 
ently developed area would curve 
around the west side of a hill at 
the southeast comer of the com­ 
munity and connect with Lucas 


Valley road. 


The developers are planning a 
neighborhood shopping center of 
about four and one-half acres at 
the northeast corner of the Miller 
Creek road-Lucas Valley road In­ 
tersection. 


The 
other 
large 
subdivision 
which planners 
tentatively 
ap­ 
proved was the Burrell & Winter- 
burn Reedlands Unit 2 on Tiburon 
boulevard. 


Developer William Winterburn 
said this would have 
about 
180 
large custom lots for sale to in­ 
dividual builders. All 
lots 
have 
10,000 square feet or more. 
Several “ pilot” homes would be 


built to promote the development, 
he said. All are hillside view lots. 


The houses will sell for $27,500 
and up. Ail utilities will be under­ 
ground. 


Winterburn told the commission 
he had hit a snag in the develop­ 
ment because a telephone and elec­ 
tric line crosses the property, and 
it will take the utility companies 
about eight months to complete 
proceedings for abandonment of 
the easement. 


A 14-lot subdivision in Sleepy 
Hollow, being developed by Don­ 
ald G. Saunders, was also ap­

Saunders said he plans ranch- 
style houses priced at about $25,900.

motel. 
Attorney 'Bryan McCarthy, rep­ 
resenting Lindskog, said Lindskog 
was willing to promise that he does 
not intend to build a motel. 
ANOTHER APPLICATION 
Members of the commission ad­ 
vised, that because' of residents’' 
fear of a. motel being built, that 
Lindskog' submit another applica­ 
tion requesting' planned, residential 
district zoning which would re­ 
quire the commission’s approval of 
detailed plans, before construction 
could be started.
